But my bufinefS is not new 
with him. Ic is with Obfervator. And I 
will not Intermix Stories.- I have not time 
now for both. For I have not yet’ done 
with the Lerrer from the Clergy-Afan we 
are upon. ‘He there takes notice of a for- 
mer Obfervator in which he was Attack’d 
in vile manner. The Obfervator had heard 
ic feems that he kept a Chariot. And 
thought this fufficient to have any Story 
he told of him believ’d that Related to a 
Chariot!

(s.) But now, Aaffer, let us Return. | 
have fome Queftions to Ask you, for my 
Satisfaction, concerning what you told me 
on the gth Inftant, New. 136. Concern- 
ing the Coxffitution, for it feemsto me to 
need fome Explanation. You make nothing 
the Conffiturion but the Crown without Co- 
ercion. Now furely ther are other Parts of 
our Conffitution befides the Crowx, tho’ the 
Crown may be the. Root and Foundation of 
all. 

Rehearf. You have hit it, Country-Adan. 
I fpoke only of the Root and Foundation. 
Therefore { compar’d it to the Os Sacrum, 
not that I laid any ftrefs upon that Rabbi- 
nica ftory, but to Exprefs my meaning. 
When we fpeak of the Tree of Government 


and the Form of it, ther is Root, Tree, | 
Branches, Leaves, and Fruit. And the Form | England. 








or Conftiturion of the Tree above Ground 
may be Various, one Tree of one Form and 
another of another. As we fee it amon 

Governments, ther are Governments of diffe. 
rent Forms in feveral Countries. Ang this 
Form of Government is call’d the Confiturign 
And is lyable to Changes, as we have feen 
in all Governments. But the Root that js 
under Ground cannot be Chang’d, and there. 
fore is more properly call’d the Conftitupig, 
and of the Con/fitution in this fenfe | only 
fpoke. The Branches, nay the Tree it felf 
may be cut down, as in the Cafe of a. 
buchadnezzar in the iv. of Daniel. But while 
the oor remains in the Ground, the Trg 
may grow again. . 

Let me give a late Example, ty 
make this Plain. In the Rebellion of Forty 
One ther were feveral Breaches made upop 
our Conftitution. The Bifhops, the Firft of 
the three Effates, were turn’d out of the 
Houfe of Lords, and fent to the Tower for 
Afferting their Right. This was one Breah 
upon the Conffitution. After, the Lords 
Temporal were likewife turn’d out. There 
was another Breach. The Houfe of Commons 
was Infulted, and the Rightfull Adcmbers were 
Excluded. There was a further Breach, 
But thefe were Breaches upon the Tree and 
Conftitution above Ground, the Tree fill 
{tood, tho’ Mangl’d, and Swipe of its Fruit 
and Branches. And might have Recoverd 
again. But at laft, the 4x was laid to the 
Koot of the Tree, and the Crown was brought, 
under Csercion. The Power of the People 
was fet up as Superior to that of the Crom, 
and the King was brovght to Tryal, and 
Condemn’d, 10 the Name of the People, 
Then, and not till then, the Governmm 
Quite Expir’d, for the Root Coxftitution was 
B:okex. That Conftitution, whence the other 
Confiitution of Parliament did Grow. Sotha 
the Parliament is our Conffitution, but not 
the Original and Independent Conftitution, a 
the Cromn is. If God had ordain’d Parlis 
ments at the fame time with Kings. and In 
deperdent upon them, they had been Co-Or- 
dinat Powers. But this our Law abhorts, 
and makes it a Traitcrous Pofition, as I have 
betore fully fhew’d. And makes the Parlia 
ment the King’s moft Obedient and Dutiful 
Subjetts, not his Peers. And every Subjet 
in England is under the Coercion of the Laws 
The Xing alone is free from all Coercion, 
As being the only Fountain and Root of all 
Subordinat Authority in the Kingdom 
Which is the Origsnal Conftitution. But hin- 
ders not Inferior and Subordinat Conftitutions.
